Visit the site and downioad the free lesson plans (registration is required for access). The first lesson requires students to 
research and role play U.S. Supreme Court justices, act as their clerks, and develop arguments as opposing attorneys in 
a high school drug-testing case. Students learn how the Court works, its changing role through history, and its 
relationship to the other two branches. The lessons include a day planner, class notes, student rubrics and handouts, 
and excerpts on overheads for the majority and dissenting opinions from the real case. 


The second lesson plan, titled Court Procedure, presents a simulation game about a murder. It requires 
students to role play witnesses, prosecuting and defense attorneys, detectives, CSI team members, 
jurors, a trial court judge, and other justice-system actors. As with the first lesson, detailed 
teacher notes, day planner, student rubrics, handouts, and links to resources are provided. 


At the completion of this lesson, students will understand the rights of the accused; know the role of the players in 
the justice system; know the protections in the U.S. Constitution that apply to the accused; understand relevant 
legal terminology; and understand the impact of U.S. Supreme Court decisions on criminal procedure. 


By the end of 2007, a third lesson plan illustrating the concepts of 
judicial independence and accountability will also be available.
